It was the first definite infor­ 
mation lipking Dillinger with the 
Mason City robbery . 
Dillinger’s other wound was 
sustained March 31 when he was 
shot in the leg as he blasted his 
way out of a federal trap in a 
St. Paul apartment house. He 
was treated for that injury by 
Dr. Clay ton E. May , Minneapolis 
phy sician, who with his nurse 
are now charged with harboring 
a federal fugitiv e. 
Dr. Mortensen said he did not 
suspicion his patients until they 
were leav ing, when he saw a 
machine gun under the coat of 
one of them.
